Mail cutoff angers businessman

A veteran Romulus televi- 
sion repairman was stymied 
recently why he was not re- 
ceiving his business mail for 
several days at a time. 

“I always heard that mail- 
men could not not be stopped 
by rain nor sleet nor any other 
natural calamity,” Edgar A. 
Killingbeck declared last 
week. 

But recently I learned that 
my neighbor’s barking dog 
could and did block such de- 
livery at my shop, the business- 
man said. 

Killingbeck, who has oper- 
ated Buz’s TV Service on God- 
dard Road for nearly 35 years, 
had his mail service discon 
tinued on Aug. 4 without any 
notification from his mail car- 
rier. 

He said several times in 
previous weeks, someone had 
written “dog out” on the enve- 
lopes he received, but he 
didn’t know what it referred to 
since he had no pets on his 
business property. 

After not receiving any busi- 
ness mail Aug. 4, 5, 7 and 8, 
Killingbeck said, he was noti

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:'ied by his neighbor, Anita 
Glaab, who operates the Mon- 
arch Cleaners, that both their 
mail deliveries had been can- 
celled indefinitely, because 
apparently her dog barked at 
the mail deliverer. 

Glaab said she was shocked 
she was informed by a city ani- 
mal control officer, rather than 
the local Post Office about the 
mail stoppage. 

Killingbeck became angry 
and called the Romulus Roman 
office and later that of Con- 
gresswoman Lynn Rivers. 

Killingbeck said he had 
called the Taylor Post Office 
several times in an effort to 
talk to Postmaster Tim Bruce, 
but was always told he was 

Airport official: 
Training device 
was no danger

A training device used for 
explosives-smelling airport se- 
curity dogs was accidentally 
left on a Holland based flight 
that traveled through Detroit 
Airport last weekend. 

Michael Conway, Metro Air- 
port spokesman, said the train- 
ing device was placed inside 
Florida professor Paul Hollo- 
way's luggage last Friday, dur- 
ing a training session in 
Holland and then inadver- 
tently was never removed. 

Conway stressed the device, 
which contains some explosive 
elements, caused no danger to 
any passengers since the de-

But still he could never 
reach Bruce, Killingbeck said. 

Finally in desperation, he 
called the congresswoman’s of- 
fice late on Aug. 16 and then 
said he was happily surprised 
to find Bruce available on the 
phone the next day. 

Bruce assured me the mail 
stoppage should never have 
occurred, Killingbeck said, 
and apologized strongly for the 
breakdown in communication. 

Glaab admitted her dog 
“Smokey” started to run at the 
mailman one afternoon, but 


stopped when she called him 
about 30 feet away from the 
postal deliverer. 

Most of the time, the dog is 
on a chain at the rear of the 
business, Glaab said. 

The reason she has the dog 
on the property is for protec- 
tion, Glaab said, as a while 
back her vehicles (as well as 
others nearby) were being van- 
dalized. She admits about a 
year ago that her dog nipped 
several children and she paid 
a $100 fine for one biting case. 

But the dog is trained not to 
go out the front door and her 
business attracts no in-house 
customers. 

“We work strictly with the 
airport and do our own pick up 
and deliveries,” thus such dog 
problems are minimal,” she 
said. 

Killingbeck said he accepts 
Bruce’s convincing apology, 
but is frustrated that it took so 
long to correct the problem.

Romulus heart patient 
Chuck Sprinkle will never con 
sider the numeral “13” un- 
lucky any more. 

For it was on Aug. 13 that 
Sprinkle, a former General 
Motors employee, received the 
heart of a 26-year-old Florida 
accident victim. 

Sprinkle, husband of Ro- 
mulus school bus driver Pat 
Sprinkle, was at Presbyterian 
University Hospital now 
known as University of Pit- 
tsburgh Medical Center, at- 
tached to an artificial heart, 
when he received the heart 
transplant announcement 
about 9:30 a.m. that exciting 
Sunday morning. 

His wife said doctors began 
to implant the new heart about 
6 p.m. that night and then pre- 
pared for a battle against any 
potential rejection by his body. 

The main concern initially, 
his wife said, was potential 
kidney failure caused by 
Sprinkle’s extended time with 
an artificial heart. 

Pat Sprinkle continually 
blesses the artificial heart ap- 
paratus. “Without a doubt it 
saved Chuck’s life,” she said. 
“Chuck was able to walk two 
hours a day on the treadmill, 
while he was attached to that 
artificial heart.” 

Since the transplant, Sprin- 
kle’s voice has gotten a little 
raspy and he said he can’t wait 
until he gets his first cup of 
coffee, his wife said. 

Prior to being attached to 
that device ip June, Sprinkle 
spent 61 days on a balloon 


heart pump at Beaumont Hos- 
pital. 

Sprinkle talking from his 
Beaumont Hospital bed in May 
vowed that if he survived this 
life-threatening situation, he 
would love to return to Ro- 
mulus and join the speakers 
bureau for organ donations. 

Sprinkle was “No. 1" on the 
Michigan and later several 
states’ heart transplant list, 
but as medical leaders said 
that is no guarantee of an early 
transplant. 

Many physical characteris- 
tics come into play when deci- 
sions on transplants are 
scheduled, doctors say, and 
one of the most important is 
blood typing. 

What does an excitable 
housewife do while her hus- 
band is waiting months for a 
gift heart? Well for Pat Sprin- 
kle it was putting together jig- 
saw puzzles and reading 
books. 

Luckily, she said, a series of 
housing units for family mem- 
bers of transplant patients 
known as “Family House” is 
available in Pittsburgh. 

Family members were 
treated to an old style picnic 
last Sunday. Because of Sprin- 
kle’s health problems and 
other stresses, Pat said sur- 
prisingly it was her first of the 
summer. 

She has spent weeks at the 
home and expects that her 
husband will live there as his 
health improves, prior to his 
returning home in Romulus. 

In the meantime, Pat Sprin- 
kle realizes that she needs to 
return to Romulus by Sept. 5 to 
resume her school bus duties. 


Housing proposal 
gets key support

A proposed three-stage 
housing development on city 
owned property in the 
Pennsylvania-Middlebelt 
Road area moved a step closer 
Monday night, despite a nu- 
mber of citizen concerns. 

Michael Prochaska, spokes- 
person for the three member 
Romulus Development Team, 
told the Romulus Planning 
Commission that after nego- 
tiating with the city Commu- 
nity Development Director 
Jane Downing, a tentative plan 
to create 274 single family 
homes has been put together. 

Some of the home lots will 
be 60 feet and others will be 
80-90 feet, Prochaska said, and 
the asking price for the homes 
will begin at $120,000. 

The land known as the 
Heath Pointe property is adja- 
cent to a major outdoor flea 
market area that some call an 
“community eyesore", which 
has caused some residents to 
doubt the homes will sell at 
the stated price. 

But Prochaska said the por- 
tion of the 97.06 acre property 
that is closest to the flea mar- 
ket, will be the last to be devel- 
oped and thus he didn’t see 
that as a detriment to market- 
ing the quality homes. 

Residents also expressed 
hope that the new homes 
would be sound- proofed 
against airport noise. But 
Downing said the development 
area was not in the airport’s 
designated noise zone, but she 
was sure that both the devel- 
opers and mortgage lenders 
would make sure that the 
homes are highly marketable. 


Under questioning Pro- 
chaska admitted his two part- 
ners in the venture are Ernest 
Zachary and Gus Pappas. He 
said the institution that W *H 
provide the funding will re- 
main unidentified at this time. 

Two other main concerns 
addressed at the planning 
commission sessions were: 

• the developers will be pe- 
titioning the Romulus School 
District to service the subdivi- 
sion. 

• that the developers and 
home owners will bear the cost 
of the infrastructure improve- 
ments for the development, 
not the city. Downing admitted 
the infrastructure cost will be 
immense, an estimated $4 mil- 
lion which would equate to 
about $18,000 per home. 

Planning Commission 
Chairman William Crova said 
he supports Romulus schools 
serving all families residing 
within the city, rather than al- 
lowing the students to attend 
nearby Woodhaven or Wayne- 
Westland Schools. 

Several adjacent property 
owners said they paid extra for 
their homes with the promise 
their children would attend 
Woodhaven rather than Ro- 
mulus Schools. 

Some questioned whether 
Romulus Schools could move 
to reannex the Rudgate area 
homes. 

Those homes were allowed 
to be transferred to the Wayne- 
Westland Schools, while Ro- 
mulus Schools were out of for- 
mula by state standards. 

Now that the state formula 
for school aid has changed, 
some area residents would

New Metro World spending opposed

This is the fourth in a senes of 
stories on current Romulus City 
Council candidates, who face a 
primary election on Sept. 12. 
Other stories will appear in fu- 
ture editions. 

Local truck company owner 
William Crova vows if elected 
to a Romulus City Council seat, 
he will battle to return integ- 
rity as well as teamwork to the 
council floor. 

The 48 year-old son of the 
late Romulus Fire Chief Jos- 
eph Crova, said he feels both 
his record as a local business 
company owner and chairman 
of the city Planning Commis- 
sion gives him an ideal back- 
ground for such a 
governmental position. 

Crova said while he is op- 
posed to the Environmental 
Disposal Systems deep well 
project, he has been careful 
not to join any citizens pres- 
sure group in case the project 
came before him on the Plan- 
ning Commission. 

“But I want the public to 
know that I will do nothing to 
harm the environment of this 
city,” Crova stressed. 

On two other pressing is- 
sues, Crova said: 

• I would press Wayne 
County for the long overdue 
compensation Romulus should 
have been given in the past for 
the inconveniences caused by 
Detroit Metro Airport. 

• I would work to address 
the needed upgrades on local 
roads, looking into every level 
of funding available to keep

them from totally collapsing in 
the near future. 

He expressed his disap- 
pointment with Wayne County 
for leaving the city in the dark 
about its planned property 
trade-off involving the Depart- 
ment of Public Works building 
on Goddard Road. 

Crova was also dissatisfied 
with the local school district 
signing over new housing de- 
velopments to neighboring 
school districts, while the dis- 
trict was out of formula. 

Sending Romulus students 
to out-of-town schools, he said, 
diminishes their identity with 
Romulus. 

If elected, Crova vowed he 
“would not authorize one more 
dime of city funds to be spent 
on the planned Metro World 
project.” To date, Crova com 
plained, the city has done 
nothing but increase the prop- 


erty value of the oft talked 
about Metro World, but has 
seen little private money in 
vested thert 

Crova favors a city referen- 
dum on whether the public 
wants a casino located in Ro- 
mulus or not and vows to press 
for wider public access to local 
governmental meetings. 

Crova, who said he has al- 
ways worked to allow public 
dialogue as Planning Commis- 
sion chairman, feels that 
school board and Planning 
Commission meetings should 
appear on cable television. 

“Recently they televised 
Zoning Board of Appeals meet- 
ings,” Crova said, “but that is 
only because a hot topic was 
on the agenda. 1 think ZBA 
meetings should also be tele- 
cast on a regular basis.” 

Crova said he has learned a 
lot about community involve- 
ment from his late dad and has 
himself served on the Romulus 
Fire Department as a volun- 
teer. He also has served on the 
Romulus Community School 
District’s Finance Committee 
and the Senior Alliance Holi- 
day Meals unit of St. Aloysius 
Catholic Church. 

A member of the Romulus 
Rotary Club, Crova served as 
its president in 1975. He also 
served with the Michigan Air 
National Guard from 1966- 72. 

A Romulus native, he gradu- 
ated from Romulus High 
School in 1965 and attended 
Cleary Business College in Yp- 
silanti for one year. 

Crova and his wife, Carol, 
have two children, Mary, 20, 
and Karen, 16. 


Ryznar won’t be mayor’s yes man

But Ryznar vows he will not 
be deterred and he plans to 
make sure that the environ- 
mental deep well is not the 
only issue before the public 
this November. 

Expect major political an- 
nouncements to come later, 
Ryznar says, but he admits it is

too early to discuss tnem now. 

Ryznar, an avowed union 
man, explains he worked for 45 
years as an iron worker and 
even helped build the Mack- 
inac Bridge. 

Those experiences along 
with his 28 years as a owner- 
operator of the Ryznar Truck- 
ing Co. gives him the feeling 
that he has the critical skills 
needed to serve effectively as 
a city councilman. 

“I’m licensed in just about 
every level of construction, ex- 
cept engineering,” Ryznar 
said. 

He already has mailed out 
his first political letter to vo- 
ter's, claiming that Class 1 deep 
injection wells are safe. 


He explains “My wife (Mary 
Ann) and I have lived in Ro- 
mulus for 67 years and have 
raised seven children here.” 

Because he also has 15 
grandchildren, Ryznar vows, 
he too cares about Romulus’ 
ongoing environment. 

But, he says “irresponsible 
politicians running our city 
have spent a fortune fighting 
Environmental Disposal Ser- 
vices and the case has not gone 
to trial yet” 

He urges the voters and tax- 
payers to take back their city 
and get rid of irresponsible 
Councilmen William Wad- 
sworth, Randolph Gear and 
Michael Prybyla. 

Ryznar supports a citizen 
preference poll on any possi- 
ble casino within the city, op- 
poses continued tax 
abatement for large busi- 
nesses and feels the city’s De- 
partment of Public Works has 
been lax on road improve- 
ments and ditch cleanings. 

Ryznar attended Romulus 
Schools, leaving high school in 
the ninth grade.

County executive 
opposes agreement 


Wayne County Executive 
Edward H. McNamara has 
taken a stand against the 
Republican-sponsored 1996 
Congressional Budget Resolu- 
tion Conference Agreement. 

The agreement proposes to 
cut more that $270 billion from 
Medicare between 1996 and 
2002. Most of the $270 billion 
will come from Medicare cuts 
which would not be necessary 
without the Republican’s $245 
billion tax cut for the wealth- 
iest Americans. 

McNamara said of this 
agreement, “This strategy will 
gore the Medicare industry. It 
will ensure that middle-class 
and poor Americans will have 
limited access to adequate 
health care. I cannot in good 
conscious support such an 
act.” 

For example, in Wayne

County, there are more than 
300,000 Medicare beneficiaries 
in the state of Michigan. The 
Republicans’ agreement will 
reduce the country's Medicare 
spending by $519 million in 
2002, which means a $2,144 mil- 
lion reduction in Medicare 
spending between 1996 and 
2002. 

Over a seven year period, 
this reduction will increase 
the out-of- pocket costs, on av- 
erage, to $2,375 per beneficiary 
and to $4,750 per couple, ac- 
cording to the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Health and Human 
Services. 

“Congress should begin to 
re-think its priorities,” said 
McNamara, “and remember 
the needs of their constituents 
back at home - and not support 
this budget agreement.”

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A caring spirit 

Youngsters with special needs served, offered support

“We proved that you can do 
something with nothing.” 

Florence Lawson has 
proved many things since she 
began the Free Spirit day care 
and youth group three years 
ago with some toys donated by 
a woman who found them in 
her basement. 

Lawson says that Free 
Spirit is the first day care of its 
kind in the area. 

It is unique in the fact that it 
is open 24 hours a day, and it 
accepts children who are phys- 
i c a 1 1 y and mentally 
challenged. 

“Most day cares stay away 
fYom that. I ask for that. And, 
Free Spirit is the first ever 
seven day, 24 hour day car el 
youth group facility in this 
area,” Lawson explained. 
“With the Ford plant in the 
area, I know many parents 
must work at night. They find it 
difficult to get someone to take 
care of their children while 
they are at work. If we didn't 
have 24-hour care, most of 
these kids would probably end 
up staying home alone.” 

Taking care of the children 
while the parents work also 
helps the parents become 
more self-sufficient. 

“Many of the parents who 
use the Free Spirit organiza- 
tion are in the low-income 
bracket. They don’t want to be 
in this bracket, and they are 
working to pull themselves out 
of it. If they used other day 
care facilities, they would 
spend a large portion of what 
they make on day care,” Law- 
son said. “I would rather have 
them save the money for other 
things. I only charge them 10 
cents an hour to care for their 
children.” 

Doing something with noth- 
ing is what Lawson and Free 
Spirit day care are all about. 

“About three years ago, I 
wanted to get the kids out in 
the community. We decided to 
go to the Huron Metropark, 
but, I didn’t have a car. I didn't 
have any idea about how I was 
going to get them to the park. 
So, I asked a neighbor, Gloria 
Kauffman, if she could take us. 
She said, ‘yes,’ and then got up 
every morning faithfully to 
take us,” Lawson said. 

“One day, Gloria was gone 
on vacation, but I had to get 
there, so I went up to a lady - 1 
didn’t know this lady -- and I 
asked if I could borrow her 
car. She agreed and gave me 
the keys. She allowed me to 
use it from that day on,” she 
said thankfully. “Another lady, 
Barbara Marshall, loaned me 
$300 for a car. We later pro- 
gressed to a van.” 


The children in Lawson's 
care experience a multi-cul- 
tural environment with a 
structured program. 

“1 have children from all 
walks of life. All different 
races are represented, I even 
have a Nigerian child in the 
program," Lawson said. “Our 
program is very structured. We 
have art time, a learning cen- 
ter, all different things which 
are suited to their day.” 

The Free Spirit center, lo- 
cated in Lawson’s home in Be- 
lleville, has the look of any 
home with a large family living 
in it. The walls are covered 
with artwork done by the chil- 
dren. and there are many toys 
for the kids to play with. 

There is a total of 37 chil- 
dren altogether in the day care 
and youth group. 

The center is licensed to 
take care of 10 children at a 
time. 

“We’re trying to get into a 
bigger building right now, so 
we can take care of more chil- 
dren,” Lawson stated. 

“We also have the privilege 
of having a recreational thera- 
pist, Edward Butler, working 
with the children. The chil- 
dren are in a rotation. He 
takes the children in ratio (five 
kids per one caregiver), once a 
month for play therapy. He has 
donated his time and the 
equipment needed,” said 
Lawson. 

Lawson also takes the chil- 
dren to the YMCA in Ann 
Arbor. 

They get help when they are 
there from many people and 
places. The store, Heart to 
Heart, has been a great sup- 
porter of the system. One of the 
people who helps with Free 
Spirit is Elizabeth Handelka, 
who has set up scholarships to 
the YMCA for the children. 

Lawson believes in helping 
the children become well 
rounded individuals. There- 
fore, she not only concentrates 
on their physical well being, 
but also their mental well 
being. 

“We go all different places. 
We go to the Detroit Institute 
of Arts, and different parks in 
the area. I want to expose them 
to a better way of life in a fun 
way. We also play the noun 
game. With this, the children 
have to come up with words 
which are nouns. If it’s not a 
noun, we’ll tell them it’s a verb 
or whatever, that way they are 
also learning verbs as well,” 
Lawson said with a smile. 

Another thing that makes 
her smile is, “seeing people 
change.” 

One example of this is 
Brian, a child in Lawson’s 
care. 

“He was diagnosed as being

hyper active. His teachers said 
they couldn’t control him. He 
couldn’t sit still for five min- 
utes. His doctors put him on 
drugs to control him. 1 spoke to 
his parents about the possi- 
bility of taking him off of the 
drugs for the weekends, and 
see if we could teach him how 


to control himself. We have 
done this for three years, and 
look at him now. he can actu 
ally sit for a half hour. He has 
learned that when he feels the 
hyperactive emotions coming 
on. he should go and sit quietly 
by himself until the feelings go 
awav." Lawson said with pride. 


At the tune of the interview. 
Brian was sitting quietly with 
the other children watching 
television 

Lawson would also like to 
affect the way "her children" 
look at the future. 

"I take them on tours of the 
local colleges, so they can see 


what it is like. 


Lawson says that she still 
has slots open for night care 
for two infants. She would also 
like to invite the community to 
get involved with her program 
bv calling her at 697 1463.

After 
years of commercial and 
residential inactivity, 
businesses and housing 
developments are pop- 
ping up in Inkster. That 
process may be spurred on further by a new State 
of Michigan fund called Tax Free Renaissance 
Zones. 

Ann Mervenne. a spokesperson for Gov. John En- 
gler, was in Inkster last week to speak to a large 
group of business and government leaders about 
the new fund. It was clear after her presentation 
was made that Inkster could be in the running for 
the Renaissance Zone designation. 

The zones will be set up in economically de- 
pressed areas of the state in an effort to provide a 
major economic boost to the total area — commer- 
cial, industrial and residential. The benefit of the 
Renaissance designation is that all businesses and 
residents in the area will pay no state, local or sin- 
gle business tax for 10 year. Let me repeat — no tax- 
es paid for 10 years, period! 

One catch is that the zones are limited. Only one 
Renaissance Zone per county will be allowed, with 
a maximum five urban and three rural zones cho- 
sen. Detroit is also allowed one zone exclusive of 
Wayne County. That means Inkster will face severe 
competition from other municipalities like High- 
land Park, Ecorse and River Rouge to win the des- 
ignation. That means officials ought to be drawing 
up their application now so that when Engler 
makes his decision in October, Inkster has a reason- 
able opportunity to win the designation. 

If Inkster is in the midst of a renaissance, its 
neighbor to the west, the city of Wayne has its share 
of commercial project on the drawing board. One of 
the most intriguing is former mayor Patrick Nor- 
ton’s Old Village Special Center. 

Norton intends to create a village within the city 
with the project slated to open in January across 
from the library. The village will consist of four 
separate buildings with spaced leased exclusively 
to professionals — doctors, accountants, lawyers, 
etc. 

Although this writer has not seen the architectur- 
al drawings, the concept seems like it will be a nice 
fit to the library and other recently constructed 
buildings downtown. Now if we could only get a ma- 
jor face lift for some of the buildings along Michi- 
gan Avenue — that would truly be exciting. 

It’s good to hear justice does prevail once in 
awhile, Sunday’s (i)Eyewitness(r) reported Kathy 
Ann Frye, set to be placed in the state’s tether pro- 
gram, which would essentially allow her to live at 
home, next door to the elderly woman she embez- 
zled $375,000 from, is now jailed indefinitely. 

Strong letters of protest from Romulus Mayor 
Beverly McAnally and Wayne County Prosecutor 
John D. O’Hair to Department of Corrections Direc- 
tor Kenneth McGinnis prevented the tether desig- 
nation. 

This could have been a tragic situation if Frye 
would have been allowed out of prison. Helene 
Pack, the 78-year-old victim, would probably live 
night and day in total fear knowing that Frye, who 
over the course of several years took several hun- 
dred thousand and has yet to make restitution on 
any of it, was residing next door. Fortunately, the 
wheel of justice forbade this from happening.

Federal tax reform considered 


Two plans have recently 
been introduced in the U.S. 
Congress to reform the federal 
tax system. 

One plan calls for replacing 
the current income tax laws 
with a simple “flat” tax which 
all Americans would pay re- 
gardless of income, thus elim- 
inating most tax deductions 
and loop holes. 

The other plan calls for re- 
placing federal income taxes 
with a national federal sales or 
“consumption” tax: 

Supports of the federal 
“flat" income tax claim their 
proposal would simplify the 
existing tax code to the point 
where nearly every taxpayer 
could send in their annual re- 
turn on a post card size form. 
Every citizen and business 
would pay the* exact same per- 

Text book 

The latest classroom fad is 
environmental education. 
Textbook after textbook used 
in Michigan's public schools 
teach our children that our 
world is near destruction. 

Here, for instance, is a sam- 
ple of what our children are 
reading about acid rain: 

“Acid rain has become one 
of the most serious environ- 
mental problems facing the 
United States and Canada To- 
day." ( Michigan: The World 
Around Us, Macmillan/ 
McGraw Hill, 1992) 

“Acid Rain has rendered 
‘almost lifeless’ some of Amer- 
ica’s lakes and it ‘destroys mil- 
lions of dollars of crops in the 
United States each year.” ( 
Health For Life , Scott Fores- 
man 1990). 

“The evidence of the dam- 
age (from acid rain) is alarm- 
ing: lakes and streams that 
once teemed with plants, fish, 
and other animals lie barren 
and still, empty of most 
aquatic life. ... acid rain is 
damaging the Great Lakes re- 
gion and I nearly half of the 
lakes and forests in eastern 
Canada.” ( World Geography: A 
Global Perspective Prentice 
Hall, 1992.) 

Such statements from text- 
books used in Michigan are 
pure balderdash. The acid- 
rain scare was debunked years 
ago. In 1980, Congress invested 
$500 million into a major sci- 
entific study called National 
Acid Precipitation Assessment 
Project (NAPAP). After ten 
years of careful research, the 
expert" scientists involved in 
the study concluded that there 
is very little evidence that acid 
rain damages forests or crops. 

The NAPAP study also 
found that American lakes and 
streams were in much better 
shape that the EPA and other 
critics had asserted. The Great 
Lakes, for example, not only

passed the acid rain tests with 
ease. Lakes Michigan and Su- 
perior register four times 
cleaner than they were in 1970. 

Other prophets of environ- 
mental doom have found chil- 
dren’s textbook writers to be 
willing accomplices. Merrill 
Publishers; World Geography: 
People and Places warns chil- 
dren about the “population 
crisis,” where world popula- 
tion is escalating geomet- 
rically and “500 million people 
suffer from malnutrition.” 
Overpopulation and hunger 
are important issues that re- 
quire careful analysis, not 
scary statements. The statistics 
show that the world popula- 
tion growth rate began to de- 
crease in the 1960s and that 
world population growth 
should level by the year 2100. 
Annual food production - es 
pecially for wheat and rice - is 
outstripping world population 
growth. 

Yes, some people in the 
world are starving; but these 
cases, mainly in Africa, gov- 
ernment is usually the prob- 
lem, not the solution. De- 
nnis Avery, a food expert with 
the Hudson Institute, said five 
years ago that “nearly all the 
World’s hunger in 1990 was po- 
litical.” Avery and others cite 
examples of African govern- 
ment using food as a weapon 
in their civil wars; and of 
Marxist governments setting 
prices so low that farmers 
have no incentive to produce 
crops for the city people 
nearby. Avery concludes that 
“Africa is a vestige of the hun- 
ger problem which once faced

all of the Third World - it i c 
not a forerunner of impendin 
famine for the Earth.” 

Many of our environment 
problems are a result of gov- 
ernmental meddling. When 
Merrill’s Science connections 
laments that “many acres of 
wetlands have disappeared," 
we need to understand that 
our vast and expanding farm- 
subsidy program encourages 
farmers to turn wetlands into 
crop lands. When Prentice 
Hall in its text World Geogra- 
phy: A Global Perspective 
complains that landfills in the 
U.S. have declined in number 
from 20,000 to 6,000, we need to 
understand that local ordi- 
nances give no economic in- 
centive for citizens to want a 
landfill near their homes. 
These important facts, how- 
ever, are not to be found in 
these books. 

Apart from the twisting of 
facts, a larger question is this: 
Do we want our children on 
their history, science, geogra- 
phy, and health classes to be 
bombarded with scary state- 
ments about a dangerous 
world and a perilous future? 
All of these books cited are 
used in Michigan’s public 
schools, mostly at the elemen- 
tary level. “As if children don’t 
have enough to worry about 
these days,...” Nancy Bray Car- 
dozo observes in Audubon 
Magazine, “Environmentalists 
are teaching them that their 
very planet is at risk. The pres- 
sure on and it’s taking its toll.” 

In Michigan’s public 
schools, we need more em- 
phasis on the basics, not on 
current fads that hide a politi- 
cal agenda. If we must teach 
children special units on the 
environment, the focus should 
be on careful scientific and 
economic analysis, not twisted 
facts.

children. When the potato 
crop dwindled * then failed al 
together the results were di 
sastrous. 

Likewise, the late 20th ceil 
tury American worker grew 
too dependant on the job” for 
his survival. 

In late 20th century Ameri 
ca, the “job" was at the very 
center of each persons’ eco 
nomic existence. (Because the 
skills of the traditional farmer 
had long since been aban- 
doned.) So the job became, in 
essence, the American 
workers’ “potato patch.” With- 
out it he could be evicted from 
his home - and face financial, 
if not actual starvation. 

Around the year 1995 a 
continuous wave of layoffs, 
downsizings and mergers 
swept across the American 
economic landscape. Good 
jobs disappeared almost over 
night. Like the potato fungus in 
Ireland the problem seemed 
to come from somewhere else. 

Some said the global econ- 
omy caused it. Others blamed 
the national debt, politicians, 
immigrants, minorities, wel- 
fare recipients or whatever. 
The scapegoats were many. 
But the famine persisted. 

Eventually - as with all fain 


ines an end came and things 
got better. But the survivors 
were greatly changed. They 
were now a thrifty and indus- 
trious group of people. Instead 
of relying on artificial con 
structs like “jobs” — and 
counter productive govern^, 
ment spending programs t b* 
“bootstrap'' them to prosperity 
they realized that true eco- 
nomic prosperity depended 
solely on the value that one's 
labor added to the ultimate 
product. And. that this high 
value added labor was the only 
real economic “coin of the 
realm "

‘Whatever it takes’ 

Business magnate keeps successful dealership in the family

Some men see things as they 
are and say ‘‘Why?’’. I dream 
things that never were and say 
why not. Robert Kennedy. 

He’s considered a giant in 
the automobile industry in 
Western Wayne County. The 
man who started out selling 
used cai-s in his youth now has 
one of the largest dealerships 
in the state, and his success 
keeps growing and growing. 

History 

Jack Demmer, owner of Jack 
Demmer Ford on Michigan Av- 
enue in Wayne, began his ca- 
reer as a businessman after he 
returned from the war in the 
late 1950s. 

“Originally I was in the used 
car business with my father af- 
ter I came out of the Navy from 
World War II,” said Demmer. “I 
bought him out. In 1957, we ac- 
tually started as an Edsel 
dealer in Nankin Township at 
Wayne Road and Glenwood.” 

Demmer remained in that 


area until Kord discontinued 
the Edsel. In 1960 he moved 
out to South Lyon and pur- 
chased a Ford Mercury dealer 
ship where he continued to put 
his customers first. 

“We stayed in South Lyon 
until 1963,” Demmer said. “On 
Aug. 15, 1963, we moved back 
to Wayne and moved the busi- 
ness across from the cemetery. 
A short time after that we 
moved into what is now the 
Michigan Community News- 
papers building.” 

In 1969 the final move was 
made to the corner of Michi- 
gan Avenue and Newburgh 
Road. It was there Demmer ex- 
panded the Jack Demmer 
Ford dealership where it now 
houses 13 acres of vehicles. 

“It has been the same corpo- 
ration since 1957,” said Dem- 
mer. “In 1975 I bought off my 
partner, Jim Spitler.” 

Inspiration 

Demmer has always had a 
passion for cars and trucks 
even as a child. In fact his of 
fice walls are aligned with 


model cars and trucks of all 
shapes and sizes. 

The business magnate at 
tributes his aspirations to be- 
come a businessman to his 
father who was a hard worker 
and always supported the fam- 
ily. 


“My father owned a used car 
lot near the family home when 
I was growing up by Grand 
River and 14th Street in De- 
troit,” Demmer said. “When I 
was in high school I worked at 
a used car lot. I was in the car 
business practically all of my 


life. 

“In fact, the only time I ever 
worked for anybody was when 
I was going to college and 
when I was in the Navy.” 

Wisdom 

It takes a great deal of inge- 
nuity, business sense and peo- 
ple skills to be able to build a 
mountain from a small hill. 

Demmer found out at a 
young age that the key to suc- 
cess in business is to treat peo- 
ple fairly. 

“The bottom line is you have 
to try and be fair with people 
whether they are customers or 
employees,” said Demmer. “I 
say to my employees that if you 
take cafe of the customer, the 
customer will take care of us. 
That has been proven over the 
years.” 

In fact, Demmer said his 
dealership has the highest per- 
centage of customer satisfac- 
tion in terms of his clients 
purchasing a car or truck and 
then returning after a few 
years to buy another vehicle. 

Legacy 


Demmer is now the chief ex- 
ecutive officer of Jack Dem- 
mer Ford. He has passed on 
his wisdom to his two sons, Bill 
and Jim, who are now in the 
driver’s seat at the dealership. 

Bill is the president of the 
company and Jim is the vice 
president. The two have cre- 
ated their own motto for the 
dealership, “Whatever it takes, 
it can be done.” 

“My two sons are now call- 
ing the shots here,” said Dem- 
mer. “I’m proud of them. I 
know they will continue to suc- 
ceed.” 

Obstacles 

In any business there are 
good times and bad times. 
What seems to help a company 
over the big obstacles is pa- 
tience, quick thinking and per- 
severance. 

“The bottom for us was in 
1981 when we had our second 
energy crisis, and we had this 
big recession and wound up 
with a lot of cars,” said Dem-

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Inkster leaders hope to open doors of opportunity

Inkster community leaders 
are pleased to see the long- 
awaited burst of development 
in their city, but they are hop- 
ing for even more perhaps a 
state-sponsored “Renais- 
sance.” 

Dozens of business owners, 
developers, community 
leaders and elected officials 
attended an Aug. 17 Inkster 
Renaissance Forum to hear 
Ann Mervenne, director of 
Governor John Engler’s South 
east Michigan office explain 
the proposed plan. 

The state hopes to imple- 
ment the plan in October, 
choosing five urban and three 
rural zones within the state. 

“It’s never been tried any 
where else,” Mervenne said. 
r “We need to be bold, and find 
£ ways to get people off the wel- 
v fare rolls and onto the pay- 
rolls.” 

Mervenne believes the tax- 
free zone would provide a ma- 
jor economic boost for Inkster, 
leading it to a true Renais- 
sance. 

The goal of the Tax Free Re- 


naissance Zone is to focus a 
complete market based incen 
tive on a distressed area and 
rejuvenate the area by creat 
ing residential, commercial or 
industrial growth. 

“We need to get government 
out of the way, and let business 
do what it does best - provide 
goods and services for cus- 
tomers,” Mervenne said. 

“The advantage of a Tax 
Free Renaissance Zone is that 
it will include manufacturing, 
commercial and residential 
property. It will affect the total 
community within the zone, in 
eluding existing businesses," 
Mervenne said. “There wiil be 
no state, local or single- 
business tax within the zone 
for 10 years and then the taxes 
will increase gradually from 
the 11th to 15th year.” 

Mervenne said that sales 
taxes would continue to be col- 
lected within the Renaissance 
Zone “because of the difficulty 
in monitoring them.” 

The governor’s spokeswo- 
man aid the tax free zone 
could exist for up to 15 years, 
which would include a reason- 
able transition period to phase 
in the regular state and local

tax levels. For example, after 
the tax- free first 10 years, 
there would be a 75 percent 
tax free credit for the 12th 
year; 50 percent tax free credit 
for the 13th year and 25 per 
cent tax free credit for the 14th 
year. 


Every county will be al 
lowed to apply for one tax free 
zone, which would consist of 
not more than 10 percent of the 
total geographic area (or 5.000 
acres.) In addition, Detroit and 
Grand Rapids each would be 
allowed to apply for one zone, 
amounting to a total of 85 po- 
tential applicants. Each 
county's zone would have to be 
approved by the board of com- 
missions as well as other au- 
thorities whose taxation would 
be waived. 

A complete criteria has not 
been developed for the appli- 


The new Michigan Renais- 
sance Fund, which is planned 
to be implemented on Oct. 1. 
replaces the Michigan Strate- 
gic Fund, which invested more 
than $150 million in various 
projects during the past 10 
years. 

While some of the projects 
have yielded positive out- 
comes, the fund’s mission to in- 
duce technology transfer is 
outdated and has not yielded 
substantial private sector job 


cations, but Mervenne said the 
following items will be among 
the key criteria: Level of pov- 
erty and unemployment within 
the zone, education test scores, 
private sector and community 
involvement to the plan and 
municipality's commitment 
providing essential services. 

When quizzed about the re- 
action of taxing agencies to 
giving up their levies in the 
zone, Mervenne said the areas 
chosen would not likely be 
places of high tax revenues. 

“Even though plans are not 
finalized for the Tax Free Re- 


creation, according to a state 
spokesman. 

Three functions of the Re 
naissance Fund focus on eco- 
nomic development assistance 
to communities: 

• Land assembly, which 
would be capitalized and oper- 
ate as a revolving load fund to 
help local communities pack- 
age land for development. 

• Land reclamation program 
which would be a local match 
to assist communities in deve- 


naissance Zones. I would ad 
vise you to start preparing for 
application.” Mervenne said 

Developer Robert Penn 
noted that multi million dollar 
shopping center at Inkster 
Road and Michigan Avenue is 
being constructed on property 
which was empty for 34 years. 

"The shopping center is 99 
percent leased, and we are 
looking forward to a golf 
course. I've never golfed in my 
home town, but maybe now I 
can.” Penn said. “Inkster is a 
Renaissance city, and maybe 
can also be a Renaissance 
zone.”

The Michigan State Fair is

MSU was suggested as a pos- 
sible site because of its central 
location and its agricultural 
heritage and facilities by State 
Senator Bill Schuette (R 
Midland).

people. 

“Over a period of 72 years, 
even though thousands of wo- 
men circulated petitions, gave 
speeches, published news- 
papers, pamphlets and maga- 
zines, campaigned and were 
harassed and attacked, many 
history textbooks give little at- 
tention to this lengthy but suc- 
cessful effort,” states the 
resolution. 

On Aug. 26, 1920, the 19th 
Amendment, providing that 
the right to vote could not be 
denied to any citizen on ac- 
count of sex, was ratified as 
part of the U.S. Constitution. 


The Wayne city council re- 
cently approved a resolution 
commemorating the 75th anni- 
versary of the rights of citizen- 
ship won by women Aug. 26. 
1920. 


“For the first 150 years in 
America, Democracy excluded 
all women, and it took a 72- 
year persistent campaign in- 
volving tens of thousands of 
women and men to enfran- 
chise one-half of the citizens of 
the U.S.,” states the resolution. 

The formal beginning of the 
suffrage movement began in 
Seneca Falls, N.Y., with the 
first Women’s Rights Conven-

1 just experienced the most 
exciting, interesting and inno- 
vating five weeks in my entire 
20 years of life. 

I spent July through August 
studying journalism at the 
University of London on an 
overseas study program 
through Michigan State Uni 
versity. I think 1 want to go 
back. 

Our class was called Report 
ing in London and our assign 
ments encompassed the whole 
five weeks we were there. Stu- 
dents were to pick a beat and 
cover five different angles of 
that beat, hence one story per 
week. We were provided with 
free phone cards to make in- 
terviews and typewriters to 
write up our stories. 

Class met early every morn- 
ing so that we had the after 
noons free for sightseeing, 
experiencing culture, or occa- 
sionally, homework. When we 
met we usually went on field 
trips. We saw the British 
Broadcasting Center head- 
quarters, television studios, 
newspaper offices, and had 
the chance to hear many pro- 
fessionals speak of their ca- 
reers. I think the most 
interesting speaker was a man 
who was the former press cor- 
respondent for the royal fam- 
ily. He had held interviews 
with Fergie and Andrew and 
Charles and Diana. We 
learned rules, regulations, and 
censorship for the British me- 
dia. It really made you appre- 
ciate the United States and 
freedom of speech. 

I met many new friends and 
people and we “did” London 
together. We visited the Tower 
of London where the crowned 
jewels are kept. We toured 
Westminster Abbey and Poet’s 
Corner. We saw St. Paul’s Ca- 


thedral, the church that 
Charles and Di were married 
in. Believe me, if it was there 
and you could tour it. Michigan 
State students were first in 
line. 

But being based in London 
didn’t limit our travels at all. 
One weekend some friends 
and I jumped on a bus and 
took an eight hour ride to Scot 
land, where we visited the fa 
mous Edinburgh Castle. Of 
course we shopped and hit 
some of the pubs too! 

Another weekend we took 
the plane to Paris. This was an 
experience in itself; one of the 
most unique cities in the 
world, it creates its own atmo- 
sphere and ambiance. In 
France, they speak French. 
Not English, just French. Be 
lieve me, this makes for quite a 
change. 

The Eiffel tower at night has 
to be one of the most beautiful 
things I’ve ever seen. We rode 
to the top and the view was 
breathtaking. We also saw the 
Louvre, home to the Mona 
Lisa. It was framed in a glass 
case, but tourists were more 
than welcome to take pictures 
of the famous masterpiece. 

We made it back to England 
in one piece where we had be- 
come so familiar with how to 
get around London, that the 
feeling was almost comforting. 
But as always, all good things 
must come to an end. I cried 
when I left the United States to 
come on this trip, and I cried 
when I left London to come 
home. Stepping on American 
soil brought mixed emotions. 
It’s hard to share my memories 
of the trip with those who 
weren’t there. Most experi- 
ences and adventures really 
can’t be put into words. 

It would be neat to say I 
came back with this renewed 
sense of who I am or a new zest 
for life. But let’s just say that I

It’s his first head coach- 
ing position, and Glenn 
Free is quick to point out 
that “it will probably be one 
of my biggest challenges.” 

But newly-appointed Ink- 
ster High football coach, 
charged with rebuilding a 
football program that is as 
thin as filo dough, is ready 
for that challenge, he says, 
and is eager to begin the 
1995 campaign. 

“It’s a tough assignment,” 
says Free, who had less than 
a dozen players show up for 
the first day of tryouts. “But 

I feel that we will be al- 
right once we get the kids 
into camp and start things 
rolling.” 

Free’s coaching creden- 
tials include stints as assis- 
tant coach to former 
Romulus High coaches Dan 
Henry and Jim Zoltowski. 

Free feels confident in 
the coaching staff he has put 
together for the 1995 season. 

“I’m confident that work- 
ing together we can turn this 
program around,” he said. 

Free replaces former Vi- 
king coach Vic Calhoun, 
whose contract was not re- 
newed by the administra- 
tion. 

A year ago, the Vikings 
posted a 2-6 overall record 
and finished fifth in the 
Suburban Athletic Confer- 
ence. This year, because of 
tough academic eligibility 
rules at the high school, it 
may be difficult for Free to 
duplicate even last year’s 
dismal record. 


The new academic eligi- 
bility rule calls for an ath- 
lete to carry a “C” or 2.0 
average in all subjects. The 
athlete may not have a fail- 
ing grade in any subject or 
he - or she - will be ruled 
ineligible. 

Because of the new rule, 
approved by the school 
board last January, Inkster 
failed to field a men’s var- 
sity baseball team for the 
first time in more than three 
decades. The women’s track 
team had less than a dozen 
athletes and most of the 
spring schedule was 


shelved. 

The Vikings did manage 
to field a women’s softball 
team. 

The rookie coach had 
only 10 players show up for 
the first day of varsity prac- 
tice. In that 10, he has one 
standout - senior quarter- 
back Vince Lee, a 6-1, 175- 
pound athlete who has an 
excellent passing arm. 

The 47 year-old Free will 
be assisted by assistant 
coaches Mike Shaw, Jerome 
Orr and Sam Ellis. 

Free commended the 
school’s administration for 


providing him “with all of 
the help I need to make this 
a successful season. 

“I have to say this that the 
administration has been 
very helpful in every way,” 
Free added. “Our initial 
goal right is organizational - 
to get as many kids out for 
the team as possible.” 

Free and his staff don’t 
have much time. They’ll 
open up the season on Sept. 
1 against out-of-conference 
rival Saginaw Buena Vista. 

In the meantime, the SAC 
is going through a transition 
of its own. With the defec- 


tion of Oak Park to a Mega 
Conference in Oakland 
County, the SAC is down to 
six teams: Highland Park 
(Class A), Willow Run (Class 
B), Robichaud (Class B), 
River Rouge (Class B), Inks- 
ter (Class C) and Ecorse 
(Class C). 

And Robichaud wants 
out of the SAC. They have 
their eyes on the Mega Con- 
ference, a conference they 
have sued to gain entry into.

Destiny In Space, a space 
film of astronomical propor- 
tion is featured daily in the De- 
troit Science Center’s 
Omnimax Theater. 

It took 43 astronauts, six 
missions and five years to pro- 
duce this larger-than-life-size 
film. 

Destiny In Space is an inspir- 
ing look at the challenges fu- 
ture generations will face 
about the universe. 

Film-goers can travel along 
with NASA astronauts as they 
repair various satellites and 
lend some insight into the 
daily activities in Earth’s orbit. 
Of particular interest in this 
film is the computer simula- 
tion of planetary transforma- 
tion from barren, lifeless, 
surfaces with unbreathable at- 
mospheres, to lush green 
space with cities flourishing at 
water’s edge. 

The terrain hugging fly over 
of Mars and Venus is equally 
spectacular. The rapid travers- 
ing of peaks and valleys is one 
of the true highlights of Omni- 
max technology. 

“The Road to Space,” a 
model and photo exhibition on 
loan from the International 
Plastic Modelers Society, Liv- 
onia Chapter, is on display 
through December. The ex- 
hibit, hand crafted by local ar- 
tisans and model building 
enthusiasts, features models of 
spacecraft ranging from early 
satellites to a Saturn V and the 
current space shuttle. The dis- 
play also features 79 photos 
highlighting the history of 
space flight. 

Laser Adventures, an exclu- 
sive educational laser presen- 
tation, features “On the Shore 
of the Cosmic Ocean.” The pre- 
sentation includes dramatic 
three dimensional graphics 
floating above the entrance to 
the exhibit hall. The program 
is presented daily. 

Growing in the Science Cen- 
ter’s hydroponics garden are 
earth tomatoes and space to- 
matoes. The tomatoes are 
grown without, soil, the same 
way vegetables will be grown 
on the space stations. The 
space tomatoes are grown 
from seeds which were in orbit 
aboard the LDEF (Long Dura- 
tion Exposure Facility) satel- 
lite which orbited over 250 
miles above the earth for over 
five years. The LDEF satellite 
and hydroponic garden are 
also featured in the Omnimax 
film Destiny in Space. 

The sun comes out every 
Saturday in September when 
the brightest star in our galaxy 
can be viewed through a 14- 
inch Celestron telescope 
mou ted on the Science Cen- 
ter’s outdoor plaza. Learn 
about solar flares, eclipses, 
sun spots, and global warming 
from local astronomer Karl 
Stumpf. 

Visitors also may pilot their 
own “shuttle” on the Detroit 
Science Center’s own air shut- 
tle, and experience how the 
shuttle maneuvers in a fric- 
tionless environment. In addi- 
tion, visitors can also spend 
the night with science at an 
overnight Camp In on the Sci- 
ence Center’s exhibit hall. A 
fun filled evening for scouts or 
community groups begins with 
hands-on activities on the ex- 
hibit hall, continues with dem- 
onstrations and the Omnimax 
film, and ends with a midnight 
snack. Boy Scouts and Girl 
Scouts can earn up to two 
badges by attending the Camp-

wheels, air conditioning and 
traction control.

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YWCA to host ‘Week Without Violence’ campaign

Violence is a hot topic in to 
day's society - taking place on 
television, in the movies, in 
music, and on the streets. 

The YWCA is trying to do 
something to eliminate this 
sickness from our society.

“After this article came out, 
the YWCA received thousands 
of letters about it. Our public 
relations department took 
over and developed the idea," 
Vincent said. 

The YWCA is trying to in 
volve everyone with this cam 
paign. “Nationally, they sent 
information out to different 
ethnic groups. It had the 
YWCA logo on it. but the infor- 
mation was written in differ 
ent languages,” according to 
Vincent. 

There are different issues to 
be dealt with each day of the 
campaign. 

On Oct. 15, the theme is “A 
Day of Remembrance." The 
YWCA is asking that we re- 
member people who have 
been killed through violence. 

“So many people have lost 
their lives in a violent way, na- 
tionally and locally, from pres- 
i d e n t s who have been 
assassinated to kids killed in 
gang wars. We would just like 
everyone to remember them,” 
Vincent said. 

“Protecting Our Children” 
is the issue to be dealt with on 
the 16th.

We need to have a 
positive approach to living 
with people who are different 
from us.”

“The exterior is a new ex- 
ample of the kind of exciting 
yet practical design that helps 
make today’s Buicks - for ex- 
ample the 1995 Riviera - such 
a success with our customers,” 
Mertz said. “And the advanced 
technology inside is designed 
to make daily driving easier 
and more enjoyable.” 

Michael J. O’Malley, Buick’s 
general marketing manager, 
said Buick believes that what 
will increasingly set tomor- 
row’s cars apart will be the 
way they enhance the lives of 
their owners. 

“XP2000 is a dramatic way 
for us to explain how Buick 
plans to make every trip -- 
from a rush-hour commute to a 
long vacation with the kids - as 
enjoyable and productive as 
possible,” he said. “It reflects 
how Buick sees comfort and 
convenience evolving over the 
next several years. And it re- 
flects traditional Buick char- - 
acteristics -- substantial, 
distinctive, powerful and ma- 
ture.” 

O’Malley said that “cus- 
tomers, especially those with 
families, are asking more and 
more for increased comfort, in- 
creased convenience and in- 
creased efficiencies in their 
products, services and their 
lives in general.” 

The heart ofXP2000 is a net- 
work of advanced computers 
that tailors the car to the needs 
and desires of the individual 
driver and allows it to use the 
Intelligent Vehicle Highway 
Systems planned for the next 
century. 

These computers also link 
XP2000 to the rapidly growing 
“information superhighway,” 
making it easier for the driver 
to work and relax while in the 
car. 

Among specific features: 

- A remote keyless fob that 
can position the car’s seats, cli- 
mate controls and even driving 
response to a specific driver’s 
tastes. 

- A “Smart Card” setup in 
which a credit card may be in- 
serted into the instrument 
panel, allowing the driver to 
automatically charge tolls, 
ftiel, food and other services. 

- An advanced “head-up” 
display, and an instrument- 
panel display that can be 
adapted for use with a per- 
sonal computer. 

- A navigation system that 
guides the driver along a map 
display. 

- An array of safety fea- 
tures, ranging from eight air 
bags to a detection system for 
obstacles near the path of the 
car. 

The foundation for all of 
these features is a rear-wheel- 
drive vehicle with outstanding 
space efficiency. 

Buick Chief Engineer An- 
thony H. Derhake said XP2000 
achieves a major challenge to 
create a contemporary five- 
passenger mid size sedan with 
an unusual amount of interior 
space as well as strong styling 
appeal. 


“We wanted a car that 
would have great cabin and 
trunk space, as well as enough 
space under the hood to han- 
dle one of today’s V-8 engines.” 
Derhake said. 

Michael E. Doble, Buick’s 
manager of advanced con- 
cepts, pointed out that XP2000 
is about the length of a mid- 
size Buick Regal, but with the 
interior space of Buick’s flag- 
ship sedan, the Park Avenue. 
He described the exterior 
color as a pearlescent silver- 
gold. 

Because XP2000 was 
planned to emphasize interior 
convenience, comfort and 
safety features and exterior ar- 
chitecture, no special engine 
was developed. A 5-liter V-8 is 
installed, which demonstrates 
the versatility of the architec- 
ture. However, Doble said the 
“conceptual” engine would be 
a V-8 of about 3.5 liters - or, 
alternatively, a further advan- 
cement of the acclaimed 3800 
VS. 

The front-mounted engine 
is combined with an advanced 
electronically controlled five- 
-speed-automatic transmission. 

SPECIFIC FEATURES 

Cindy McColley, Buick’s 
manager of shows and ex- 
hibits, said the best way to un- 
derstand the new concept car 
is to “take a look at XP2000 in 
our auto show display and 
imagine what it could do for 
you as a driver or passenger.” 

This new world unfolds as 
the driver approaches XP2000. 
In place of today’s metal key is 
a tiny transmitter, much like 
today’s remote keyless entry. 
Programmed for each individ- 
ual driver, this keyless fob can, 
at the push of a button, unlock 
the vehicle and immediately 
adjust the seats, steering col- 
umn, mirrors, climate control 
and entertainment system to 
settings chosen by that person. 

Called Customer’s Choice, 
this feature can even adjust 
the way the car drives, by tai- 
loring the steering effort, sus- 
pension feel, engine response 
and transmission shift pattern 
to the tastes of the individual 
driver. 

A security code in the key- 
less fob is recognized by the 
car’s computers. When the. fob 
is inserted into a slot in the 
instrument panel, and then 
gently pushed,' the car will 
start. 

Customers can also tailor 
XP2000 to their individual 
needs by inserting a GM 
“Smart Card” into another slot 
in the instrument panel. The 
Smart Card, essentially a flat 
plastic encapsulated memory 
chip, is both a credit card and 
a personal information card. 

The Smart Card stores each 
driver’s Customer’s Choice set- 
tings, allowing them to be 
transferred to any Buick with 
this feature. It also allows the 
driver to automatically charge 
tolls, fuel, food and other ser- 
vices. The Smart Card even 
stores a wealth of personal in- 
formation, from phone nu 
mbers to emergency medical 
data. 

Once under way, the XP2000 
'provides the driver with a 
broad range of options.
